is a member, as reported in several 
papers in other cities, since the meet­ 
ing of conference, Saturday afternoon 
at Harrisburg. Dr. C. William P retty ­ 
man, of Carlisle, president of the con­ 
ference, in a statem ent to a Times re­ 
porter, late Tuesday evening stated 
t ha! the reports are 
incorrect and 
without foundation, as no action on 
this had been taken at the meeting. 
“Furtherm ore,” stated Doctor Fret. 
tyinun,” no action on the petition of 
Western Maryland could be taken at 
the meeting, Saturday, as an article 
in the constitution of the conference 
forbids action on the adm ittance of a 
college to that body until sixty days 
has elapsed from the time the peti- j 
tion is presented. 
W estern Mary- j 
land presented its petition about the | 
middle of December and the time limit j 
will not have expired until the middle 
of February, thus forbidding any of­ 
ficial action.” 
No Action Taken 
It is understood that several of the j 
colleges have not as yet taken official I 
action on the m atter, and won’t until 
annie time later.
